Los Angeles, June 30.—(/)—Which 
of several faults known to exist in the 
region of Santa Barbara caused the de- 
structive earthquake vesterday was 
the subject of speculation § today 
among seismologists of southern Cali- 
fornia. 

“The mountain range paralleling the 
coast and lying back of Santa Par- 
bara is rising.” said Ralph Ari id, 
chairman of the southern Californi. 
chapter of the Seismological Society 
of Americ# “From just what eause 
we do not know, but we know it-is a 
growing range. In the eourse of 
great lapses of time, as the ranges rise, 
the strata breaks and great fractures 


ar faults oecur. Some of them ex- 
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Its satisfying taste | 
and its cooling thirst- 
quenching character 
make it the most re- 
reshing drink of all. 
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or even a new fault 
might have been formed.” 

Dr. Herman IL. Fairchild, pro- 
emeritus of geology at the 
University of Rochester, N. Y., said 
that the Montana tremor traveling 
under ground might have touched off 
stored up strains in southern Califor- 
nia. He said that the Montana trem- 
or might also lead to further shocks 
in the western mountain states in the 
next few days. 

The view that the Montana and 
California quakes were unrelated is 
held by William Bowie, chief cf the 
division of geodesy of the coast and 
veodetic survey at Washington, 

“The earthquake at Santa Barhata 
is the same old story. an ocean Jeak- 
age,’ said T’rofessor T. J. See, of the 
Mare Island observatory of Sain Fran- 
cisco, : 

He expressed the belief, that the 
disturbances in Montana had no con- 
nection with those in Santa Barbara 
and suggested that possibly a recent 
hot wave in southern California had 
something t’ do with the quake there. 

Dr. G. S. Townley, of Stanford 
university, said that experts had dis- 
covered earth strain three years ago 
in the Santa Barbara area and had 
predicted quakes. ‘These strains, they 
helieved, had been gathering since the 
San Francisco quake in 1906. 

‘There has been’ unwonted seismic 


‘activity in North America this year, 


about 25 quakes at various points 


'from Alaska. to Mexico having been

recorded since January 1 at 
University, N. ¥. The Rev: J. 8. 
O'Connor, director of the  seismo- 
graph, attributed them all to.the same 
general unknown cause. 

“A protracted period of seismic 
calm is always followed by a_ period 
of activity,” he said. | a 

Mastern seismographs recorded the 
Montana disturbances as more. vio- 
lent than the Santa Rarbara quakes. 

“This has nothing to do with the 
comparative loss of life .and  prop- 
erty.” said Professor O'Connor. 
“Santa Tharbara was close to the epi- 
center of the second disturbanee. 
while the epicenter of the Montana 
shocks o curred in a sparsely settled 
area.” 

The case of the Montana and Cali- 
fornia earthquakes lies at the bottom 
of the sea, explains Professor J. Paul 
Goode, of the department of geology 
of the University of Chicago. The 
bed of the Pacifie ocean is sinking, 
is his opinion.

DAYTON DESERTED 
SUDDENLY BY TEACHER. 

Dayton, Tenn., June 30.—(/)—John 
Thomas Seopes, variously termed the 
hero and the * ‘goat’ of the Tennessee 
evolution case, today was among the 
missing, for the moment at least, in 
Dayton. Sought last night by Dr. 
C>orge W..Rappleyea and others in- 
terested in the defense of the case, 
presumably for a conference with his 
attorneys in Chicago over long-distance 
telephone, Scopes cou'd not be located. 
ide had not reappeared this morning. 

The young school teacher «stepped 
out of the picture yesterday when he 
wegt to Chattanooga by automobile. 
So far as ean be learned no word 
has been received from him since his 
irrival there. 

The ‘disappearance ws not unex- 
nected. Scopes previously had told 
newspaper men that he planned to go 
into seclusion un‘il the trial and the 
news had been spread that he planned 
Kentueky until 
several davs before the trial. 

The p:ist several weeks in Davton 
have been for Scopes a continual effort 


‘to elude photographers and newspaper- 
‘men. 


When it could not be avoided 
he posed for the photographers. If 
reporters, new to Dayton, were alert 
enough they found Scopes, otherwise

CONFER ON HEA 


Final arrangements for the -intro- 
duction today in the senate and house 
of representatives of a good-roads~bill 
calling for a state-wide bond issue of 
$70,000,000 for the construction of 4 
state-wide system of paved highwavrs, 
were made Tuesday night at the 
Henry Grady hotel in a conference be- 
tween members of the paved~ roads 
committee of the Kiwanis club end 
members of the legislature who 
supporting the bill. 

Representative Roy V. Hartis, 
Jefferson county, was appointed chair- 
man of a joint. committee of the 
house and senate ‘to introduce the 
bill, and Representative Julian &. 
Ross, of Rieéhmond county, was made 
secretary to read the bill to the con- 
ference. 

The bill proposes to amend afticle 
VII of the constitution, by adding 
section 18, permitting issuance and 
sale of highway bonds, limiting the 
amount of the bonds, and providing, 
at the expense of the state. for a s¥s- 
tem of state aid roads, built, improved 
or paved under direction and sujper- 
vision of the state highway’ depart- 
ment. The bill further stipulates that 
the present tax on motor vehicles and 
on the distribution of motor fuels is 
to be applied to payment of principal 
and interest on the bonds, and pro- 


vides for the ereation of a highway 


bend commission of 12 membe rs, one 
from each congressional district. 

Accordin; to Arthur L. Brooke. 
chairman of the Kiwanis committee, 
two cents of the gas tax would 
applied on the retirement 
bonds, while the other one. cent 
continue to go to the counties as 
present.

The bond commission would be ap- | 


pointed by the governor for a term 
of seven years, and would not conflict 
with the duties of the highway depart- 
ment, merely having supervision ever 
the bond part of the program. Pro- 
ceeds of the bond sale at first would 
he used to build two roads in each 
county, in opposite directions, and con- 
necting with similar roads in ad join- 
ing counties, not to exceed 6,000: miles 
in the initial construction work. 

Discussion of the bill with a view to 
having it ready for introduction today 
took place following the reading of 
the measure by Julian Ross. There 
were about 50 Kiwanians and legisla- 
tors present. Dinner was served with 
the compliments of the Henry Gr dy 
hotel.
